ation was ordered by the government of the 
documents Yound in this library, That ex- 
amination showed not only that aurticular con- 
feesion (especially of women) was rendered 
subservient to political purposes and to the 
most abominable licentiousness, but aleo that 
it was made use of to obtain knowledge of 
state secrets, especially those of foreign 
courts. 3 

In pigeon-holes, regulerly dockcted and 
marked **confidential,?" were reports trans- 
mitted to the Inquisition at Rome by papal 
nuncios, the Pope’s ambassadors to foreign 
courts, 

Almost invariably the secrets revealed in 
these reports related to political and state 
affairs, no matter in what country; and what 
is of infinite importance to ourselves, many of 
the letters were written by Irish and English 
Roman Catholic bishops. 

‘These are very startling facts, Their grav- 
ity it is impossible to exaggerate. They 
clearly show (by what is disclosed in the 
confessional) that the Romish Church, at its 
Inquisition in Rome, becomes the storehouse 
of the most important secrets—alike of indi- 
viduals and of governments—and not only a 
storehouse, butalso a center from which a 
malignant influence 1s brought to bear upon 
all classes, from the sovereign on the throne 
to the humblest soldier in the ranks. 

The security of England is imperiled by the 
confessional; for men who declare themselves 
to be ‘Catholics first and Englishmen after,” 
are largely on the increase amongst the upper 
classes, and are to be found in every depart- 
ment of the state. 

Now, these men are bound, if loyal to their 
church, to reveal everything to their confess- 
ors, and then to be directed in everything by 
those confessors, The salvation of their 
souls depend upon their so doing—so their 
Church teaches. Thus the secrets of our cab- 
inet, of our war office and our admiralty, are 
all, at the present moment, we unhesitatingly 
assert, in possession of the papacy, carefally 
treasured up at Rome—all in possession, that 
if to say, of a priestly, world-wide power 
which hates this Protestant country with the 
direst hatred, which rejoices at h.r defeats, 
longs to see her humbled to the dust,

Perhaps the elements have structural form 
before they become visible stoms to our crude 
sense of sight. Because we cannot see is no 
indication of non-existence. The blind per- 
son might say the same of organized matter 
that he cannot see nor get within touching dis- 
tance. It is possible that we may not be able 
to get within sensing condition of some forms 
of force, hence are also in a measure blind 
And even thongh our vision might be opened 
we would likely seein the spiritual realms t 
formation of ethereal substances from pre 
ing causes or force that warrants a su 
tion of eternal causation in the past epoch 
which are the only true premises to guarante 
eternal future evolution. Thus soul is t 
eternal principle that causes the 
forms of force, and is the vital element to hold 
intact all material expression, which guaran- 
tees that organic structure is evoluting сопа 
stantly, and having reached conscious unfold 
ment cannot recede into the protoplastic co 
dition nor be annihilsted, b 
Life is soul, and materislity the spiritual 
unfoldment thereof. All materiality has soul, 
then, and is in the process of spiritual evolu- 
tion; but the animal and human kingdoms 
having arisen to consciousness, the body 
velopment must continue to be vitalized 
conscious soul-force and cannot be destroyed.

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HOW IT FEELS TO DIE. 


Experience ot a Man Who Belloves 
Ho Was Stone Dead, 


To THe EDITOR: It has often бова 
sald that it la delightful to dle. The ex- 
porlences ofa person are given In tho 
Pall Mall Budget, and they are not with- 
out deep interest, He says: 

"All my life long I have boon singu- 
larly destitute, I believe, of that physical 
shrinking from death which so many 
human beings feel so acutely. I do not 
mean to say I am іп any hurry to dio; as 
long as thiogs go tolerably well with me 
in the world I have no insupportable 
objection to living, but whenever I stand 
face to face with death, as happened to 
me several timos In tho course of m 
сагоег, I er the prospect of anni- 
hilation with perfect equanimity. I can 
honestly declare that on all such occa- 
sions my doubts and fears have been for 
the safety and pecuniary position of the 
survivors, especially those more imme- 
diately dependent upon me, 

"For myself, I have never felt ono 
moment's disquiet. And I attribute this 
entire absence of fear of death to the un- 
usual fact that I have already tried dy- 
ing, and found it by no means a painful 
or terrifying experience. I mean What 
Isay quite literally. I have not the 
slightest hesitation in asserting that 
once In my life I really and truly died— 
died as dead as it is possible fora human 
being to die; and that afterward I was 
resurrected. I have felt and know the 
whole feeling of death—not part of it 
only, but the actual end of dying. [did 
not stop half way; І died and was done 
with, and when | came back to life again 
it was no mere case of awakening from 
what is foolishly called ‘supended anl- 
mation,’ but a genuine revival, a restor- 
ation of vitality to a man as dead as he 
ever can be or wlll be. 

"It happened In this wise; and, though 
it was a good many years since, I have 
stilla most vivid recollection of every 
moment of It, I had been skating оп 4 
lake in a very cold me I am inten- 
tlonally vague because I do not desire to 
disclose my personality, The surface 
was smooth as glass, and perfectly free 
from snow and ridges. But not far from 
where I was skating, some men had been 
cutting out great blocks of ice the day 
before, for summer use, and had neglect- 
ed to mark the spot by a danger signal, 
us compelled by law, so as to prevent ac- 
cident. 

“During night this open spot of blue 
water had frozen over slightly—perhaps 
an inch thick—forming в continuous 
sheet witb the other and much thicker 
ice about it, and 80 from a little distance 
it was quite impossible to detect the 
difference. I skated incautiously from 
the solid [се on to this thinner plece, 
and, moving with considerable impetus, 
went through it at once, and was carried 
on under the thicker and firmer ice be- 
yond it. The first thing I knew was 
that I found Ree ise suddenly in- 
to ice-cold water and struggling for my 
life, in skates and winter clothes, against 
chill and drowing. 

“I went down like lead. When I came 
np sgain it was with M head against 

е solid ісе. If I bad had full posses- 
sion of my faculties I would have looked 
about for the hole by which I broke 
through and endeavored to swim under 
water for it. But I was numbed with 
the cold and stunned with the sudden- 
ness of the unexpected ducking; so, in- 
stead of looking for the soft lace by 
which I had got in, I tried ineffectually 
to break the ice over my head by butting 
and butting against it. 

“In so doing, [do not doubt, I must 


have made matters worse by partially ish 


stunning myself, At any rate [ could not 
break it, and was soon completely numbed 
by the cold. I gasped and swallowed a 
t deal of water. I felt my lungs fill-
